ORDER 


Upon consideration of the motion for leave to intervene, the responses thereto, 
and the reply, it is 

ORDERED that the motion for leave to intervene be denied. The movant has 
not demonstrated that it has standing, as it must in order to intervene.

FURTHER ORDERED, on the court’s own motion, that movant be granted leave 
to participate in this case as amicus curiae. Movant may file, no later than September 
14, 2018, an amicus brief that conforms with Federal Rule of Appellate Procedure 29 
and D.C. Circuit Rule 29.
